CHINA’S PROGRESS: 
(1) MILITARY. 


(Daily Press, December 28th.) 

‘China is only fifty years belind the 
foreign devil, and ia hastening fast to catch 
him up.” That is a eaying attributed to 
Viceroy Yuan, by “ Far Eastern’? in the 
Pall Mall Gazetie, who describes the Viceroy 
as “the Kircnexer of China.” If all that 
“ Far Eastern”? gaya in the article quoted 
from be trustworthy, aud we are bound 
to say that some of it is very hike “ tall 
talk,” it will have to be admitted that in 
military matters Cuina has indeed made 
wonderful progress, though not yet suffi- 
cient, even on “ Far Eastern’s”’ evidence, 
to warrant the prophecy that China will 
ultimately become “the greatest military 
Power in the world."’ The writer of the 
article was indebted for much of his 
infurmation to a Japanese engaged as an 
instructorin the Chinese army, who perhaps 
felt bound to speak optimistically of the 
apparent success of tl.e work of himsclf aod 
colleagues, We have the best of reasous 
for knowing that military experts in Japan 
largely - discount the effectiveness of the 
armies of General Ma and the Viceroy of 
Chih.li. Japanese hold that while drill and 
Organisation and better—treatment have 
enabled these modern Chineee troops to 
make a brave and creditable show, t'.e 
morale is atill awanting, and that the deve- 
lopment of this requires more than the 
agsistance of Japanese or other foreign 
inayycturs can give. Sv, though we would 
not dream of denying that China has the 
material for putential prowess, or that 
the great chauge is possible, we are not 
seriously concerned Ly “Far Eastern’s” 
conviction that China's “great armed mo- 
vement is destined in the fulness of time 
to produce a miglity transformation of 
political relations and political conditions 
in the entire world.” His own plirase, “in 
the fulnvss of time,” puts the Yellow Peril 
back to its proper position. Moreover, it 
will be seen that the improvements noted 
are largely surface improvements—just 
what we have learned to expect in China. 
Discipline is the first feature observed, iu 
the following comment : 

The determination with which they are both 
pursuing what they firmly believe to be the 
regeneration of China is apparent in their 
disciplinary code. The new regulation scale of 
punishments will do very well by and by, they 
say, but drastic measures are necessary during 
the period of creation. Thus, during my visit 
to Yuan Shi-Kai he one day caught a coldier in 
8 failure to salute an officer. There was no 
hope for the wretched mao. In ten minutes his 
head was off his shoulders. imilarly Ma 
practises equal severity, and Takaki |the 
Japanese instructor] cited the case of an officer 
who was broucht before the General charged 
with absence wifhout leave. He was condemned 
to immediate execution, and when his frieuds 
ventured.to plead fora mitigation of the penalty, 
Ma, seizing a sword, swept off the prisoner's 
head with his own hand, Bat in spite of such 
seeming barbarity the lines of reorgauization 
on which these men are working are of the 
most enlightened and efficient desoription. 

In Viceroy Yuan's army, as our readers 
have been told before, the soldiers are 
regularly paid, and officers attempting 
“ gqueeze’’ severely punished, The soldiers 
are also better fed and harder worked, seven 
or eight hours drill a day. Yuan personally 
studies commissariat aud stores, and has 
encouraged the native manufacture of 
equipment. Field telegraphs, and so on, we 
have also heard of before. Such improve- 
ments would naturally attract early atten- 
tion. ‘Far Eastern” admires the field

cav+red with a piece of red cloth. the muzzle 
end being covered by a sight prot ctor decora‘ed 
with a red tassel. ‘This, however, does not 
prevent the sighting for the various ranges 
being keenly looked affer, and at each halt to 
fira the N.C.O.'s might be seen scurrying down 
the lines closely etamining the rights to see 
that each man had accurately flaed for the 
distance given. Tha final stages of the 
advanoa were by rushes of sections from 
the right, the supports gradually reinforcing 
aud their places being always taken by eqnal 
bodies from the reserves until those also were 
absorbad. Thera were then some minutes of 
tapid independent firiog, bay: net were fixed, 
and the men rushed forward to the charge at 
the bugle a und, the whole chesiing vociferously 
as they weot forward. As part of bis bitile 
training Yoan lays especial alress on the final 
assault, and frequently, as was done on the 
present occasion, repeuts the obarga again 
aud again, But tha Chirese “Tommy” 
seems theroughly to enjoy if, and not 
even the longest field dav, with pr longed 
and arduous movemeote, seems capable of 
firing him. Moreover, he is nuw awara that 
his zeal aod iutelligenca will ba duly rewarded 
with promotion to higher grades and helter 


pay, Beginning vith the recruit, Takaki 
assured me (hat after five months’ irstruc‘ion 
the best men ara nominated corporals or

CHINA'S PROGRESS: (2) 
CONSTITUTIONAL.

In glancing through the first number jof 
Mir. Joon Murgay's new monthly, The 
International, a “review of the world’s 
progress” cgntributed mainly by writers of 
the socialist, idealist, reformer class, we 
were arrested by references ta China. There 
is a short notice uf fhe co:.stitutional move- 
mevt in China. It n@tes the various Edicts 
issued that seem to promise representative 
covernment, and Silieees in the promise, 
The “abolition of all Manchu feudal 
privileges” on Sept. 27th did not persuade 
us that “the Manchu dynasty had itself 
taken the iuitiative in restoring equality of 
rights.’ We were sufficiently prejudiced 
to suppose that the initiative was very much 
hke what Damcctes might have shown if 
he had nervously Gecided to change his seat 
at the banquet of Dionysius Seuior. Nor 
were we minded to attach the same 
importance to the provincial revolis, w-ich 
we bave previously attributed more to empty 
stomachs than to overcharged intellects. 
Still, we would be the last to deny that 
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there hnve been, and still are, evideuc s of 

litical ferment throughout the Empire, 
Bat the anonymous c»rresp»ndent of The 
International himeelf gives the clue to the 
explanation, in his reference to the radically 
dispose! s'udeats returning from abroad. 
This class “shows the samc enthusiasm as 
it did in Eurcpe at the great crises of the 
last century.” To be sure it does, It 
always will, It is the perennial, the eternal 


‘ guurce of that divine or devilish discontent 


thal saves the world from s‘agnation. 
Youth and its young heart, its desire for 
something better, born of its fresh and 
startled perception of the flies in the amber 
of life, of the spots on the aun of society, is 
eternal, universal, One generation after 
another loses yout, it is true, but the 
dreams, the ‘long, long thoughts,” abide, 
and return prusilient to the pr sblems of 
eristence. Even in China, where it has 
been strongly repressed by the Canpips- 
like conviction that the Middle Kingdom 
was blessed with the best of all possible 
communal systems, it has always been there, 
only we (forcigners) have not had such 
opportunities of rec gnising it as elsewhere. 
It will always be there, aud everywhere 
else, cven if all the reformers of the present 
generation were to be alluwel their own 
way. There are, however, oth:r things, 
teuding to conservatism and equipoise, that 
Phoenix-like persist. One shall be men- 
tioned afler a quotation or two. The article 
so far quoted concludes : 

If follows from the nature of the existing 
conslitetion of China (which is governed by 
maudarine, often of the poorest extraction, 
selected by graduated examinations) vhat these 
studenta, the future rulers of the coantry, will 
possess the greatest influence on public opinion 
and the mavyistracy ; therefore their adhesion to 
the constitutional movement assures its ultimate 
victory. 

[t is to ba notcd that China bas now no 
hereditary aristocracy, her or sanixation teing, 
indeed, exsentially democratic ; her order-loving, 
relatively well-to-do peasants and towasmen, 
interested, by the possession of properly, in & 
good administration of the State, will p-ove 
themselves conscientious electors to the proposed 
parliament and form aa excelleot basis for a 
cut situtional réyime. 

Those passages were apparently the text 
for the other article, by the editor, Dr. 
Ropotrit Bropa, whose knowledge of 
China must have beea pot in a library. 
That is not a sneer, please. We admire and 
sympathise with Lis point of view, especially 
the uewtreas with which he insinuates that 
“it were presumptuous on the part of us 
Westerners to take it for grante | that every 
departure China may make from established 
princip'es must mean progress.”” Many 
Westerners are just so presumptuvus, who 
at the same time are driven to freuzy by the 
belief that reformers cleewhere, whom t! ey 
denounce as faldists and dreamers, regard 
all change as necessarily progress. GILBERT 
was inexact in saying thit every Briton is 
born a little Liberal or a little Conservative. 
He might have adopted a quaint phrase 
familiar in local hongs, and have said “ and 
or,” for most of us are Liberal and even 
Radical toward our own proposals, and 
Conservative toward those of others. Dr, 
Bropa goes on to say that 

China has only ben able to maintain her 
constitalion unchanged for ages on account of 
its infinite superiority over that of her neigh- 
bours. China has been and still is, A t:a's sole 
Democracy. s commonwealth based on the free 
labour of her industrious citizens and of her 
pearants, who own the plots they till. The 
Middle Kingdom knoows no _ hereditary 
aristocracy, an |, for thousands of years, political 
power and influence in imperial circles has besa 
vested in the olass of the Mandarins—men 
chosen from the broad ranks of the people by 
competitive examioation, ensuring the selection 
of the most learned, if not the best. It is 
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noteworthy that more than a century before 
Plato enunciated his theory of the perfect state, 
gc-verned by an aristocracy of the wise, the same, 
or a clcs-ly analogeus idea, was c-rried into 
actos! practice by Confucius, It was but 
yesterday that Auguste Comte rediscovered the 
prino‘plea of | ositivism which China's great 
philcsopber-statezman gave to his country 2 400 
yeara ago. The intellectual o'asses of China 
are free from all superstifion; they hold no 
dogmatic faitb, and its place is {aken by a system 
o indeperdeut ethics based on humanitarian 
principles, 

That extract should startle foreigners, 
especially those resideut on the China coast. 
The picture of a vast empire with all its 
peasants tilling only for themselves, with 
nothing like an hereditary aristocracy to 
barass them, and all its officials meritorious 
men, ‘the most learned, if not the best,” 
brings us to the other human atiribute that, 
like the enthusiasm of youth, dieth not. It 
ia a humiliating, possibly repulsive, reflection 
that the product of the mille af the gods 
(of Time; comes out ‘exceeding small.” 
Impulsive youth, apgres-ive to translate its 
ideals into facts, is admittedly a pretticr 
figure than discuuraged, resigucd age, alive 


to limitations, too wise to kick against the- 


preks, The salvation of maukind rests in 
the fact ti at hoth have their innings, each 
end of lif-’s secsuw ascending with the 
regularity that makes history so digestible, 
grateful, and comfuitug astudy, It may 
be that the adhesion of tle present genera- 
tion of Chinese students ts the constitutional 
movenentl “assures its ultimate victory,” 
but will they adbaie? If they had always 
adiird, this world would perhaps heave 
been a Ufopia now. The most of them 
lecals fide with tue vears, aud the 
Chinese «fficial, however le beg.no, has ag a 
rule euced with an eye to the wain chance.

Those who adbere find themselves in a 
minority, and end as ineffective pedants in 
some remcte garden. ‘Tlis is, broadly 
speaking, true of all other countries as well 
as of China. Except ideaily, theorctically 
(and that we may admit) China’s constitu- 
tion has never been able tu boast “ iufinite 
superiority.’ No other has, either. Except 
in the f uciful imaginaigs of beautiful 
dre.meis, there wever was a community 
that kuew not hunyer aud worry, hardshi}: 
and oppression, in some degree. Certaiuly 
the Chinese have had their share. In our 
last we pointed vut that fur the success of 
her military rf.rm Cuina uceds to cultivate

Phi!osophicaty, we We-teruers are lugeving 
far behind Chiua’s c.vilization, especially 
where its intellectual cmtempt of soldieriug 
has been concerned. War iss.ly: there is 
no doubt of it; but pending a miraculous 
alteration of humin nature, it continues tu 
be necessary. Metaphysicians tell us in 
their funny paradoxical way that evil is 
necessary to the maimenauce «f good, and 
war is a practical necessity. China in her 
pulmiest intellectual days has always wain- 
tained soldiers, even while scorning them. 
China's conetituti n was never, even theore- 
tically, infinitely euperior to that with 
which the great American Republic began 
its existence. Its rapacious Mandarirs 
were not an ‘“heredilury aristocracy,” nor 
were the “ bosses’ of the American cities, 
and we s@ little to chore between their 
behaviour and that of the tyrants of feudal 
England. Dr. Bruva rays its very ex- 
cellence was the drawback of China’s 
philogophy. ‘The Ch-naman thought his 
syatem embcdiid actual perfec ion; there 
was, in consequence, an arnst of progress, 
a contempt fur the onward warch of other 
civilizalions.”’ But where, please, do we

find evidénee of this “ progress,” of this 
“onwarl march”? What. nation has 
arrived, and where? Why should there 
bot be ‘un arrest of progress,” when we 
reach “ac:ual perfection” ? It is wickedly 
pessimistic to point out that we fuss unduly, 
that we progress only in a circle; the 
cynical philosophy of “cui bono?” is held 
to be immoral, as tending to deter the 
progres-ive spirit.

Looking backward, though fatal to Lot’s 
wife, has its advantay-s sometimes.

Of husiorss we need say nothing here, as it 
will be fully dealt with to-morrow, but 
the published diary includes conspicuosities 
like the opening of the Junk Bay floar 
wills, the amalgamation of the Water-boat 
compinies, the Hongkong and Shan chai 
bank’s increase of cipital, Sir Paul 
Chater's hunt for cowl in Borneo, and tha 
appearance of the Juhilee issue of the 
Daily Press. T.ess pleasing features of the 
year were the disclosures of the Sanitary 
Commisaion, with their subsequent pro. 
sectitions, the heivy crime roll, including 
thres executions and half a dozen murders, 
numerous fires, and the fatal collapse of 
part of the Hongkong Hotel. The adjacent 
districts of China were disturbed by re- 
bellion and crime. Altogether, the year 
was very like other years before it, and 
probably the years to come, with a motley 
mix‘ure of good anl bad, things to regret 
and things to rejoice for. It was begun 
with who kuows what hop 3 and fears, sod 
the usual sets of good re-olutions, no doubt. 
Well, ere we are, at the ead of it, and it is 
fur each realer to decide what difference it 
has made—whether to-morrow finds him or 
her in better ur wors: case than they were 
on Jauuary Ist 1907. Doubtless many 
will be sharing the spirit of that sturdy 
Australian poet whose reflectivn is not 
quite hidden in the fotlowing p traphrase : 
For gifts misspent, for resvlutions vain 
"I'ig somewhat late to trouble: this | know 
‘That were 1 to livs the year over, | shoald 
do the same again 
And the chances are that next year will 
similarly go, 
But that, aud the verse it parodies, do 
not embudy the proper feeling with which 
we should all hope t» rise to-morrow. To 
eschew vaio regrets lu-day ig good; but it 
is wbsolutely certain that the year that 
be,sins to-morrow will bs largely what we

Suns remarks which were made by Mr. 
tuDyarD Kipiina, at a bauyuet given to 
him at tie Canad au Club at Ottawa, upon 
the vexed question of the employm-nt of 
Aaiitics in our Colonies, throw ao important 
lizht upon the subject, aud offer a hope that 
a reasonable solution of the difficulty may 
be found. He stated ia his address that he 
bad been assured, one day, wbhea a shipload 
of Hindus cime in, that they would add to 
the arevly large mass of the unemployed 
in the stivets of the City; but he found a 
litle later, from the Indians thegaselves 
that tiey had only bie A a few hours in port 
whea ths mijority had a'ready beea engaged 
tu work un unskilled labour that white men 
could not hurdle, He added that there was 
no need for white men to handle that babour

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and there was not even enough while labour 
to oversee the unskilled labour, In these 
remarks Mr. Krpcino bas ‘touched the real | 
point of the matter, which, though attention 
has repeatedly been directed to it, is 
persistently overlooked by those who make 
it their busiuess to oppose any introduction 
of Asiatics as labourers in our Colonies.

A QUESTION OF JURISNICTION. 

Action was brought by Cheung Sek-chan to 
recover frum Tam Fung-fai the sum of $633.35 
being the equivalent of Taels 454-2-4-2 monies 
paid on February 12th by the plaintiff to the 
‘Kin Hing firm of Amoy for and at the request 
of the defendant. The plaintiff also claimed 
interest at the rate of T'acls 12 per 100!) per six 
months from the date when tho payment was 
made by him on belalf of the defendant until 
date of repayment. 

Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., instructed by 
Mr, Daniel (of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and 
Master) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
M. W. Slade, instructed by Mr. G. K, Hall 
Brutton (of Messrs, Bratton ard Helt) for the 
defendant, 

Mr. Blade said he bada preliminary objec'ion 
to take under Ordinance 1 of 1811, and 
ho proposed to prove it by the following 
worda of the Ordinance. That the d-fendant 
was a person born within the dominion 
of the Empire of Chica and that the 
cause of action had originafed out of the 
Colony. He would also show, though it 
was not on him to do so, that the defendsnt 
had not been a resident in Hongkong for 
six cohsecutive months prior to the time;

Last tims he returned 
about the begioning of September and came 
back here on October 20th in consequenc) of a 
telegram received from the plaintiff io the 
original action. One point had come to 
Councel’s knowledge which he thought he 
ought to mention although it probably would 
not really affect the question: He heard that 
this man was in Taosui, Formosa, at the time 
the Japanese annex-d, and he might at present 
be a Japanese subject. ‘The words of the section 
were plaio: “As between persons born withio 
the dominion of the Empire of hina where the 
course of action is out of the Colony.”

} XCHANGR., 

There ig nothing more interesting to the 
Hongkong resident than the fluctuations of 
exchange, which affect all, tho sterling paid man 
as well asthe man paid in local currency. The 
rise and fall in the value of the dollar is watclied 
with the interest of a nurssa following the 
femperaturo chart of a fevcrish patient. ‘I'he 
leading article refers to tha way it has affeo'ed 
business generally. A specialist informs ux as 
follows:—At the b-ginning of 1907 our dollar 
was worth 2/3 7/:6, bat yesterday it lad an 
exchange value of only 19%. The main resson 
for the decline of silver we must attribute to the 
reports of famine iu Trdia, and the consequen! 
re‘uctance of the G verument thro to add more 
to their alraady large steck A reliable circalar 
gives the tulal shipments of sily-r from Londoa 
to Indis in 196 as £L5,2 5,396. Up to No- 
vember of (he year mentioned they were worth 
£13, ¢40,256 whila to November of 19U7 they 
reached £14133, UL Anothor reason «of the 
declina was the fivancial crisis in Americs and 
the consequent d:ficulties in all commercial 
oentres. 

The year cpeocd with a Tv. rata of 2.8 4716, 
silver starding at 3! 838, which gradually 
dropped until the Chin se New Year when the 
IT. rate stood at 2..% and the pricecf silver at 
31}. The rate remained steady at this quota- 
tion until about the middle of March, from 
which date it fell, staudiug on April Sth at 20 
7%. ‘Then an upward movement commenord, 
rates gradually bu! stead.ly rising with oon- 
saul fluctuation, until 2 ' was touched an 
August 3:d. ‘leu there was a gradual decline 
during Augast and September until October 
8th, when the rate quoted was 2.2. The re- 
mainiog days of October siw rat~s tumbling 
away. In November again they fell toa lower 
range, and were still declining to December 
5th, when 2;- vani hed. ‘fle mouth of Decem- 
ber was cne of rapid decline, for on the 23rd 
we find {he dollar quoted at 1] 94, aod silver at 
244,  f[.ateet qnotations appear elsewhere, io 
their ueual pl: ce. 

RAW COTTON,

It wags seldom that the dema.d 
afforded importers opportunity for regulating 
selling rates with custs, the dealers mostly 
e nfining their small aud dragging purchases 
(o actual requir-inents Tightoess of money, 
lo-s of credit in native circles ciused by the heavy 
failures of 1916, the general disoryanisation 
of trade in the Southern Provinces of China 
and the deoline in exchauye are the causes for 
the depression of imports during the year, 
which opsned with a qavtalion of $81.°3 for 
best No. 10 yarn, the price ruling ot the close 
being $91.93. ‘I'he cexobange in India for tho 
gains periods sfood at Lhe beginning of the year 
at Lie. 107 aud at the end at 18.135. Daring 
the period under review orders have been 
sufficient to keep m-:st mills ranning from 12 to 
13 huoursa day. At the end of Jane there were 
in all India 224 mills working and in cou 8) cf 
er stion, running 5,333,270 spicdl-s and 58,436 
looms, emp eying on un average 205,090 baud” 
daily. Oc these 22+ mills Bombay I[staud alone 
claims 85, runuing 2,613,433 spindles snd 
31.882 looms, aud employing on an average 
abeat loud QO hands daily. Fears were 
entertained abvat this time of a serious 
relapse cnsequant o4 the prevalent depressivn 
of the trade througbont the world. Hut 
the opportune boom in American cotton dis- 
pelle them and there way ani flux of orders 
from Manchester aud Europe, ‘Then a oon- 
siderable wuautity cf superior grados of No. 10s, 
aod 2uy lying u-gleoted in the lvoal market 
were reshipped to Bombay, where European 
buyers purchased them at large advanov on 
the prices ruling locally.

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SUNDRIES. 

The Sundries trade has to a great extent 
shared the depression which has been a feature 
of all other business in the colony. Many 
causes have contributed to this, the chief of 
-whioh are as follows :— 

Firstly, the rise in prices at home, only 
partially compensated by the high exchange. 

Secondly, the lack of purchasing power of 
the Chinese. 

Thirdly, the increased discount on Chinese 


coins. 

Fourthly, the departare of Viceroy Shum 
from Canton. [! See explanation below.—Ed. | 

The risa in prices at home was responsible 
for fewer orders being placed at the beginning 
of the year, and this was especially tha case 
with knilted goods (eocks, singlets, sf{c,) the 
demand being supplied {o some extent by lots 
of inferior spot cargo which was dumped on the 
market. The inoreased discount on Chinese 
coins has been very much to the disadvantage 
of the Sundries sho;s; this class of business 
being nearly all of a retail nature, the whole 
of dealers’ turnover is made in Chinese coins. 
The departure of Viceroy Shum from Canton 
has had a very marked effect. His succes- 
sora have not favoured the Chinese culting 
their queues and adopting European dress, and 
at the same time indoleing i1 European 
luxuries. Consrqnently the flaw o orders from 
Canton for goods in Europesn style such as 
clothing, boots, etc. has almost come to a full 
stop. Many dealers lose heavily in consequence 
of their large purchase of these goods which 
cannot be got into consumption. Blaukets, 
Umbrellas, Braid, (‘orde, Soap and other 
important lines have only been ordered in a 
hand to mouth manner, the dealers not being 
inclined to speculate. The recent heavy fall 
in exchange should tend to strengthen 
the position of the market although many 
dealers who have bought goods on a 
sterling basis will be badly hit. Altogether it 
can be safely stated that the year 1907 has been 
a most unsatixfactory one as far as Sundries are 
concerned, and zt will mean ruin to many frins 
tf the year 1908 does not bring forth some 
improvement, 

TONNAGE. 

Freights ruled low when our last year's 
review was made, supply easily keeping pace 
with demand. The general belief that the rice 
crop at Saigon was exhausted, turning out to 
be incorrect, helped to relieve the market 
somewhat, and so did the-rumours of an 
{mbending rise in the import duty of the 
Philippines. Daring the month of Jaunary 
last year time chartering was limited, but 
Febraary opened strong with a large demand 
for tonnage f-om Saigon to Hongkong, Canton, 
Amoy, Swatow, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, 
Tientsin and Japan, and charterers began to 
realize that the market was bound to improve 
owing to the limited number of steamers 
available, and to the heavy export expected from 
Saigon to fillurgent requirements. ‘Ihe usual 
dulness which prevails about Ch'nese New 
Year was last year broken by numerons fir- 
tures, and during the month of February the 
market was very active, so that no steamers 
were laid up for want of employment.  oal 
freights for the month declined to $1 from 
Moji to Hongkong, and to $1.70 from Moji to 
Canton, owners being anxious to send their 
steamers south to get the benefit of the improved 
market. The early part of March saw the better 
feeling in the market still farther eccentuated, 
Saigon and Hongkong freights gradually work- 
ing their way up from fifteen to nineteen cents 
with option of Catton at rates ranging between 
seventeen and twenty-one cents, Jap'nese 
tonnage, which up to January of last year 
practically never had competed in the Saigon 
market, were introduced and started to enter the 
field, generally acoepting lower rates than those | 
accepted by other competitors, and thereby 
sheckiag the healthy improvement of the | 
market, Unabated activity continued at the 
beginning of April, after which the demand 
igen decreased, fresh sales falling off, with 
the t that the freight market was weakened, ! 
rates dropping to 23 cents and Japanese steamers 


accepting aslowas '9 cents. To the Philippines 
several fixtures were effected at good rates, and 


business {o the northern ports was well 
maintained, the soquiry however, gradually 
falling off as time went on. During the

month of May freights were unsatisfactory 
from an owner's point of view. The only 
ones improving wore those for cos! from Japsn 
which rose to $2.55 for shallow draft steamers 
of abont 2000 tona from Moji to Canton, aud 
to $2.65 from Wakamatzo. Freights from 
Saigon to Hongkong had, by the middle of 
June, dropped to about ten cents: Saigon to 
the Philippines was done at 29 cents, and coal 
freigh(s from Japan kept ateady with ample 
demand aft about $2.69 to Canton and $1.80 
to Hongkong. Althongh rates continued low 
daring July fixtures were nnmerous, and quite a 
number were effected in the first half of August 
wih Saigon, Hongkong freiyhts rising to 174 
and 18 cents, while thre was an improved rate 
to the Philippines of 2tand 2% cents, Towards 
the end cf the month, however, the market took 
a tarn for the worse, rates s(ill showing s down. 
ward tendency in the months of Septenber and 
October, and although numerous charters were 
effected during November and December, rates 
still contiaued low. Local charterers are more 
confident of the coming year, however, and no 
serious failures are feared locally, the general 
idea being that. the bottom of the market has 
been reached.

JAPANESE ‘ SPIES."

Sir,—Ino your issue of the 14'h Dacembar, 
you take exception to remarks that have 
appeared in certain jouros's regarding the 
Japan-se. [am not going to comment on tha 
taste displayed in those effusions, nor do I hold 
a brief foror agaiast the Japanese, Bat there 
are certain fac's which, however we represent 
them, cannot be ignored. The population of 
Japan is returned as nearly 49,000,000; within 
the Iast ton years it has increased from a little 
less thao 43} millions or at the rate of 13,3 
per cent. At present it amounts to 3'Z per 
equare mile. Of a total of 35 millioa scres, 
rather more than half, or about nineteen 
and one third million acres are uncultivable 
or occupied by forest; only 13 millions being 
occupied by cereals, of which only sevea 
millions—practically the only rich land in the : 
Empire—is under rice. Each acre of cultivated 
laod represents 38 inhabitants, I[¢ is plain that 
the pressure of population in the land is 
anusually great. Now it seems to be an 
invariable rale that after a sacceesfal war 
which has engaged the entire energies of a 
nation, there is a tendency i1 population to 
increase beyond all limits, and in uence 
to over flow its boundaries. In England in 18 ‘1, 
duriog the height of the Napoleonic wara, the 
population of the Home land was 164 
millions ; by 1831 it had Increased one half, to 
nearly < millio ss It had been slowly 

wing for more than three centurite, bat the 
mpetas of the war and the introdaction of 
erage Mors given the stimulas, 
and England, or Great Britaio, had aot only 
grown at home but hed foanded her great 
colonies and contribute many millions to the 
United States,

The same rule applied to Germany after the 
war of 1870. We have no precire statistics of 
the population at the time; but by 1876 it had 
grown to 423 millions, which by 168) had grown 
to 454 and by 19 5 to 674. As in England and 
tapan, to the stimulus of the war was added 
the growth of manufactures. Germany too sant 
her millions to swell the growth of the United 
States. The reality of Japanese emigration ss 
a factor in the population of the countries 
across the Pacific is a thing it would be folly to 
shut her eyes to. It has already bucome a vary 
definite factor, not only {in Korea and Man- 
churia, but throughout China, even as far as 
Szechwan. 

Another care to which you take exception 
is that of Mr. Walter Kirton, who spoke 
of a schoul in Shanghai for Japanese spies. 
Of course a Japanese from his poiat of 
view would call it a school for (training 
“Intelligences officers," This is justiflable for 
each nation from its own point of view. No 
Englishman ne.ds to be reminded of Major 
André, who was, it is allowed on all sides, a 
gentleman and a man of honour. He obtained 
information which the Americans, at the time 
at war with the old ountry, did not wish him 
tohave. The English called bim an intelligence 
officer; the others by the more opprobrious title. 
Unfortunately the Americans had his person and 
acted according to thir view, an-l (he English 
who badn't him coa douly praist. Mr. Kirton ' 
Chinese oficial told him quite correctly that ax 
in the Franoco-Germau war th: Germans had an 
enormous advantage owin: to th-ir maps and 
their having atudis! the country intimately io 
advance; soin the war wilh Japsn, the lalter 
knew, from having hudin army of iutelligence 
officers over the land prior to the outbreak of 
hc stilities, their country far better than the 
Chinege themsely. 8. |

The Japanese have, in fact, the bzst iniel,i- 
gence depaitment in the world, but it is of no 
reoent growth.

“ exterminate ' the Taiping rebels, then at the 
summit of their power in the Kwang provinces. 
Mach of the fighting took place on the 
mainland immediately opposite Hongkong, 
Koiwiung having been several times taken 
ani rataken by one or other. and the 
reba's, who ia concert with the coast pi:ates 
had managed to collect a fleet, even attempted 
to make the harbour their battle ground.
